And yet by their 
all. general Charity and Love to all, claim a 
ow. Snare in any Benefits or Advantages that 
10|Faccrue to one and all: Such then cannot 
theeFYloneſtly lay Claim to juſtify their Principles 
\(,onffend Practices from the Scriptures. But 1 
gel 1 5 | Fe leave 
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leaye theſe Straglers in Religion, and come 
again to the divers Sects. . 
To begin with thoſe that are moſt nume- 0 
rous: I think I need not ſay much to the [ 
Papiſts in this Caſe 3 for they do not ol, 
much as pretend to prove all their Dogmaes II 
by the Scriptures; ſince it is one of their 
chief Doctrines, That Tradition may autho- 0 
rize Doctrines, without any Authority of 7 
Scripture : Yea, the Council by ge | 
hath made bold to command Things to be 
believed, Non obſtante Scriptura, 1. e. tho! 
the Scriptures ſay the contrary ; and indeed 
it were their great Folly, to pretend to 
prove their Doctrines by Scripture, ſeeing 
the Adoration of Saints and Images, Pur. 
gatory and Prayer for the Dead, the Pre- 
cedency of the Biſhop of Rome, the Mater 
of Indulgences, with much more Stuff of 
that Kind, hath not the leaſt Shadow of 
Scripture for it. | 
Among Proteſtants, 1 know the Socinians | 
are great Pretenders to the Scriptures, and 
in Words as much exalt them as any 
other People; and yet it is ſtrange to ſee, 
how that not only in many Things they 
are not agrecable to them; but in ſome oi 
their chiet Principles quite contrary unto it, 
as in their denying the Divinity of Chrilt, 
which is as expreſly mentioned as any thing 
can be, And the Word was God, John 
it: alſo in deny ing ha Being from the © 
Beginning 
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Beginning, againſt the very Tenor of that 
of John i. and divers other, as at large is 
ſhewn in the third Chapter of this Treatiſe. 
Divers other Things, as to them, might be 
mentioned; but this may ſuffice, to ſtop 
their boaſting i in this Matter, 
The Arminians are not more ſucceſsful in 
their denying the falſe Doctrine of abſolule 
Reprobation, and in aſſerting the univerſal 
Extent of Chriſt's Death for all, than they 
are ſhort in not placing this Salvation in that 
ſpiritual Light, wherewith Man is enlight- 


128 by Chriſt ; but wrongfully aſcribing a 
Part of that to the natural Will and Capa- 
city, which is due alone to the Glace and 
rower of God, by which the Work is both 
egun, carried on and accompliſhed, And

the univerſal Extent of Chriſt's Death, con- 
trary to the expreſs Words of Scripture, 
which ſaith, He taſted Death for every Man; 
or the Univerſality of Grace, and a ſuffi- at 
cient Principle; which the Scriptures aſſert M cc 
in as many poſitive Words, as, except we 
| ſuppoſe the Pen- men intended another © 
Thing than they ſpoke, it was poſſible to 
do, viz. A Manifeſtation of the Spirit i 
given to every Man to profit withal : Thi 4 
Grace of God, that bringeth Salvation, hath 
appeared unto all Men; and many more 
before mentioned. The like may be ſaid of 
their denying the Perfection of the Saints, 
and aſſerting the Impoſſibility of any falling 
away from real Beginnings of true and ſaving 
Grace, contrary to ſo many expreſs Scrip 
tures, as are heretofore adduced in theinWtio; 
proper Place. But to give all that deſire tal 
be. undeceived, a more full Opportunity t

do not take Things merely upon Truſt, 
would be ſo fooliſh as to believe them ? For, 
tho? God made known, and wrote excellent 
Things to Solomon; tho” Lyke wrote unto 
Theophilus, an Account of divers Tranſ- 
actions of Chriſt's outward Abode ; For 
many were never written, John xxi. 2g. 


and xx. 30. And there are alſo many other 


Things which Jeſus did, the which, if they 
ſhould be written every one, I ſuppoſe, that 
even the World itſelf could not contain the 
Books that ſhould be written. And many other 
Signs truly did Feſus in the Preſence of his 
Diſciples, which are not written in this Book, 
Though Chriſt made uſe of divers Scrip- 
tures againſt Satan, and that Jaiah di- 
rected People to the Law, and to the 
Teſtimony ; who will ſay, 1t naturally fol- 
lows from thence, that God has now committed 
bis Will wholly to Writing? Such a Con- 
ſequence is no more deducible from the 
Scriptures, than if I ſhould argue thus; 
The Divines of Weſtminſter have aſſerted 
many Things without Ground, therefore they

the writing of all theſe Paſſages, by them ! 
cited, according to their own Judgment, Ml | 
there were divers Scriptures written; ſo Wl f 
that it had been falſe for them to aſſert, M it 
That God had then committed his Counſe! & 
wholly to Writing, which indeed was not n. 
true: So it is moſt irrational and unwar- W i; 
rantable for any to draw ſuch a ſtrange and 
ſtrained Conſequence from their Words. 
For the ſecond, That the former Ways 
are now ceaſed, they alledge, 2 Tim. iii. 15, 
where Paul writes to Timothy, ſaying, That 
from a Child he (Timothy) hath known the 
Holy Scriptures, which were able to make him 
Wiſe unto Salvation through Faith, which 
1s in Chriſt Jeſus. And Heb. i. 1, 2. 
God, who at ſundry Times, and in divers 
Manners, ſpake in Times paſt unto the Fathers 
by the Prophets, hath in theſe lajt Days ſpoken 
unto us by bis Son, whom be hath appointed 
Heir of all Things, by whom alſo he made 
the Worlds. 2 Pet. i. 19. We have aljo ain: 
more ſure Word of Prophecy, whereunlo ye di 
well that ye take heed, as unto a Light that 
 ſhineth in a dark Place, until the Day dawn, 
and the Day: ſtar ariſe in your Hearts, _ 
Which prove the Matter as little as theo. t 
former: If Paul had intended by that tofNec 
Timothy, what thoſe Divines would have,

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lation was written long after? So that theſe 
former Ways were not then ceaſed. As 
for, that of Peer, it is to beg the Thing 
in queſtion, to ſay, It is intended of the 
Scripture; and though it were, it proves 
not the Caſe at all. I hat of the Hebrews 
is ſo far from aſſerting the Matter they 
would have it, that it may be very aptly 
brought to prove the quite contrary; for 
God indeed ſpeaks to us now by his Son: 
But to infer from thence, That the Son 
(peaks only to us by the Scriptures, remains 
et unproved: And for the Apoſtle to have 
chere aſſerted it, had been falſe; ſeeing 

the Revelations, wiiich he and others after- 
. Evwards had, were inward, and ſo ſuch were 
not ceaſed, And if we may truſt the ſame 
Apoſtle better than theſe Men, he tells us, 
"MT hat ſo ſoon as Chriſt was revealed in him, 
he went ſtraight and obeyed. And the 
de lame Apoſtle tells us, that Except Chriſt be 
Win us, we are Reprobates ; ſurely he is not 
dadumb in us, ſeeing. he fays, He will dwell 
vatflin us, and walk in us, and be with us to the 
End of the World. And John tells us, that 
the Inward Anointing is to teach us all Wings; 
theo that we need not, as to any abſolute 
 tofNeceffity, any Man to teach us: How then 
we, mn ceaſed, ſeeing God ſpeaks to us by 
ſt|$hriſt, and Chriſt muſt be in us? Surely 
heſfbeſe Men have not herein followed the 
eveRule of the Scriptures ; but rather endea. 
tion voured

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voured moſt groſly to wreſt them, and 
make of them a Noſe of Wax, notwith- 
ſtanding their Pretences as to the contrary 
in their ſixth Section, where they ſay, Al 
Things neceſſary are either expreſly ſet down, 
or by good and neceſſary Conſequences may be 
deduced. Now that theſe two former Aﬀer- Nex 
tions are not expreſly ſet down, they will NN. 
not deny; whether they follow by ſound C

Were 
There are divers other Things in the Wthe 
fame Chapter, which will not abide the Nin 
Teſt, for which the Scripture Proofs, as Imo 
alledged by them, are moſt ridiculous ; yet Woe 
for Brevity Sake, I have omitted, 
In Chap.
